Mr.  Chairman,  Miss  Cooper,  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  upon  the 
health  of  the  Hambledon  Rural  District  for  the  year  1937. 

The  record  of  health  is  very  satisfactory. 

There  have  been  no  serious  epidemics  at  any  time,  and  the 
number  of  infectious  cases  notified  is  exceptionally  small. 

The  Death-Rate  remains  low  when  adjusted  for  comparison 
with  the  remainder  of  the  country.  The  rather  low  Birth  Rate  is 
to  be  expected  from  an  area  which  is  essentially  rural  and  residen- 
tial in  character,  especially  having  regard  to  the  not  inconsiderable 
immigration  of  older  people. 

Steady  progress  has  been  made  with  the  provision  of  health 
services,  notably  sewerage  schemes.  Extensive  works  are  planned 
or  are  in  progress  in  several  parishes,  and  must  contribute  markedly 
to  the  general  well-being  of  the  residents. 

I desire  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Council  and  officials  for 
their  continued  co-operation  and  assistance.

DEATHS. 

There  were  308  deaths  registered  during  1937  (143  male  and 
165  female)  as  against  286  for  the  previous  year.  Table  II  on 
page  10  shows  the  principal  causes  of  death.  The  increased  number 
of  deaths  is  due  mainly  to  deaths  of  females  from  heart  disease 
and  from  cancer.

After  correction  by  the  Registrar-General's  factor  for  purposes  of 
comparison  with  other  districts,  and  with  the  figures  for  the 
country  as  a whole  9.87 
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The  death-rate  for  1936  was  11.18  (or  9.3  after  correction  by  the 
Registrar-General’s  factor).  Thus,  the  death-rate  for  1937  is  rather 
higher  than  that  for  1936.

In-patient  treatment  is  provided  at 
the  St.  Nicholas’  and  St.  Martin’s  Homes  at  Pyrford. 

Surrey  Voluntary  Association  for  the  Care  of  Cripples. — 

This  Association,  inaugurated  in  October,  1936,  has  proved  of 
increasing  usefulness  in  this  as  in  other  Districts.  During  its  first 
year  377  cripples  have  been  assisted,  and  as  the  work  of  the  Associa- 
tion becomes  more  widely  known  the  number  must  inevitably 
increase.  The  association  looks  after  the  interests  of  all  cripples, 
adults  as  well  as  children,  and  fulfils  a purpose  for  long  felt  to  be 
necessary  and  urgent.

Birth  Control. — There  is  a Birth  Control  Clinic  at  the  Women’s 
Centre,  6 Stoke  Road,  Guildford,  which  is  held  every  Wednesday, 
at  5 p.m.  This  centre,  which  is  run  by  a voluntary  committee, 
serves  the  Hambledon  Rural  District  as  well  as  the  Borough  of 
Guildford  and  its  immediate  vicinity.

The  actual  accommodation  now  available  at  the  Guildford  and 
Godaiming  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  is  81  beds,  including  one 
4-bedded  ward,  one  2-bedded  ward,  and  6 single-bedded  cubicles. 

At  Farnham  Isolation  Hospital  the  extensions  and  improve- 
ments have  been  completed,  and  the  actual  accommodation  now 
available  is  50  beds,  including  two  2-bedded  wards  and  sixteen 
single-bedded  cubicles. 

As  a result  of  the  recent  improvements  both  Isolation  Hospitals 
ought  to  be  completely  satisfactory  as  regards  accommodation,  and 
since  both  now  admit  cases  of  measles  and  whooping-cough  in 
addition  to  notifiable  diseases,  there  should  be  general  and  complete 
satisfaction. 
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MORTUARIES. 

The  following  mortuaries  serve  the  District  :

As  a result  of  the  completion  of  the  new  mortuary  at  Farnham 
a contract  has  been  agreed  by  both  Councils  enabling  the  mortuary 
to  be  used  for  bodies  removed  from  certain  parishes  of  the  Hamble- 
don Rural  District.  This  arrangement  ought  to  be  entirely  satis- 
factory as  the  facilities  offered  are  in  every  way  better  and  more 
desirable  than  at  the  less  well-equipped  private  mortuary  hitherto 
used. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


WATER. 

Every  parish  in  the  District  is  served  by  a main  water  supply, 
and  the  number  of  properties  depending  upon  wells  is  steadily 
diminishing. 

A detailed  survey  of  all  the  water  undertakings  and  of  all 
private  supplies  was  in  process  of  completion  during  the  latter 
months  of  the  year,  particular  reference  being  made  to  possible 
sources  of  pollution  from  unsatisfactory  cesspools,  and  sewage 
overflows. 

There  are  five  public  supplies  and  one  private  supply  serving 
the  District.  In  addition,  there  are  several  small  private  supplies 
to  individual  houses  or  small  estates. 

Analyses  have  been  made  periodically  as  in  former  years,  with 
completely  satisfactory  results.  Copies  of  the  analyses  are  appended 
on  pages  20  and  21. 

As  a result  of  water-borne  infections  in  other  parts  of  the 
country  it  was  felt  that  the  bi-annual  sampling  of  these  supplies 
was  insufficient,  and  in  December  the  Council  agreed  to  institute 
monthly  sampling  of  all  supplies.

Drainage  and  sewerage  continued  to  be  one  of  the  chief  prob- 
lems, as  indeed  it  must  be  in  an  area  in  which  housing  development 
is  proceeding  rapidly,  and  in.  which  main  water  supplies  are  generally 
available. 

Special  reports  have  been  presented  to  the  Council  on  proposed 
sewerage  schemes  at  Chiddingfold,  Elstead,  and  Ewhurst.  The 
following  notes  are  extracted  from  the  reports  : 

Chiddingfold  . — A sewerage  scheme  for  Chiddingfold  has  been 
under  consideration  for  many  years.  It  is  another  district  where  a 
heavy  clay  soil  prevents  absorption  of  sewage  overflows  rendered 
unavoidable  by  the  introduction  of  main  water  supplies,  and  where 
nuisances  are,  in  consequence,  fairly  common.  Ditches  and  streams 
show  obvious  and  gross  pollution,  although  the  hilly  nature  of  the 
ground  does  allow  of  a rapid  disposal  of  cesspool  overflows  in  times 
of  rain.  In  dry  weather,  however,  nuisances  are  many  and  serious. 

Comparatively  few  houses  in  Chiddingfold  have  cesspools. 
The  older  houses  are  connected  to  an  old  system  of  drains  traversing 
the  village — leading  eventually  into  the  streams.  There  are  no  plans 
of  this  drainage  system,  but  the  older  inhabitants,  whose  memories 
can  go  back  for  perhaps  50  years,  have  a general  knowledge  of  their 
position  and  course.  The  present  condition  of  these  drains  is,  of 
course,  unknown,  but  it  is  certain  that  they  would  not  meet  with 
modern  requirements. 

There  appears  to  be  no  alternative  to  a new  sewerage  scheme  for 
Chiddingfold,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  be  proceeded  with. 

Elstead. — The  Parish  Council  have  had  under  review  the 
desirability  of  providing  a sewerage  scheme  for  Elstead,  no  doubt 
having  in  mind  the  comparatively  rapid  development  of  new  houses 
in  recent  years.  There  are  455  inhabited  houses  in  the  Parish,  some 
350  of  them  being  in  the  village  proper.  108  new  houses  have  been 
built  in  the  past  seven  years,  and  an  industrial  population  is  rapidly 
growing  up  side  by  side  with  the  original  agricultural  community. 

There  is  no  close  aggregation  or  crowding  of  houses,  and 
drainage  difficulties  have  not  hitherto  been  serious,  except  in  two 
small  localities  where  the  ground  tends  to  be  waterlogged  in  winter. 
Cesspools  do  not  cause  complaints,  and  ditches  and  streams  remain 
free  from  pollution. 

It  is  admittedly  desirable  that  every  community  should  have  the 
advantage  of  main  drainage.  Elstead  appears  to  be  growing  rapidly, 
although  the  continuance  of  that  growth  must  depend  entirely  upon 
the  industrial  prosperity  of  the  country,  and  of  the  Weyburn  factory 
in  particular. 

A main  water  supply  is  available  to  everyone  in  the  village,  and 
there  is  much  new  building — which,  by  the  provision  of  baths  and 
water-closets,  increases  the  potential  difficulties  of  the  present 
system  of  drainage  out  of  proportion  to  the  older  property,  and 
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makes  a main  drainage  system  even  more  desirable.  The  con- 
figuration of  the  district,  moreover,  lends  itself  admirably  to  a 
drainage  system  by  gravitation. 

On  the  other  hand,  any  sewerage  scheme  would  of  necessity 
be  very  widespread,  and  consequently  exceedingly  expensive  to 
install.  Owing  to  the  isolation  of  Elstead  it  would  be  most  un- 
economic to  link  such  a scheme  to  any  existing  sewerage  system,  or 
to  any  system  that  could  be  contemplated  in  the  reasonably  near 
future.  The  undesirability  of  constructing  isolated,  and  relatively 
small,  independent  sewage  schemes  is  admitted. 

The  absence  of  nuisance  and  of  complaints,  and  the  ease  with 
which  past  difficulties  have  been  overcome,  in  conjunction  with  the 
excellent  health  records  of  the  district,  oblige  me  to  express  the 
opinion  that  the  time  is  not  yet  ripe  for  a comprehensive  drainage 
scheme  in  Elstead.  On  account,  however,  of  the  increasing  develop- 
ment, and  the  influx  of  population,  the  situation  must  be  kept  under 
close  and  careful  observation.  If  development  continues  to  increase 
with  the  same  rapidity,  it  is  certain  that  a sewage  scheme  cannot  be 
long  deferred. 

Ewhurst. — Arrangements  were  made  for  an  extension  of  the 
Cranleigh  sewerage  scheme  to  include  Ewhurst.  The  necessity  for  a 
sewerage  scheme  in  Ewhurst  has  been  apparent  for  a very  long  time, 
and  conditions  in  the  Parish  have  been  kept  under  careful  observa- 
tion during  the  past  two  or  three  years.  The  subsoil  is,  in  the  main, 
heavy  clay,  which  in  winter  and  in  wet  v/eather  becomes  completely 
waterlogged.  Practically  all  the  houses  have  main  water  laid  on, 
and  it  is  impossible  for  cesspools  to  deal  with  the  resultant  large 
flow  of  sewage.  There  have  always  been  drainage  difficulties,  and 
complaints  of  overflowing  cesspools  and  polluted  ditches  are  com- 
mon. In  fact,  almost  every  cesspool  overflows  at  some  time  or 
another,  or  else  leaks,  the  resultant  overflows  finding  their  way  into 
the  ditches  owing  to  the  impermeable  nature  of  the  soil. 


Hambledon. — A small  self-contained  sewage  disposal  plant 
has  been  installed  by  the  County  Council  at  Hambledon  Infirmary, 
in  replacement  of  the  unsatisfactory  sub-irrigation  system  which 
has  been  the  cause  of  complaints  in  recent  years.  This  scheme 
includes  septic  tanks  and  filter  bed  with  rotary  sprinkler,  followed 
by  sub-irrigation.  The  plant  works  efficiently  and  has  removed  all 
cause  of  complaint. 

Milford  and  Witley. — In  October,  by  order  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  a Public  Inquiry  was  held  at  Milford  on  the  proposed 
sewerage  scheme  for  Milford  and  Witley.  Details  of  the  scheme  are 
now  awaiting  the  final  approval  of  the  Minister  of  Health.  This 
scheme  is  urgently  required,  and  has  already  been  a long  time  under 
discussion  owing  to  the  protracted  negotiations  necessary.  It  will  be 
remembered  that  the  scheme  embraces  the  following  areas  : — 
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In  Milford  : Chapel  Lane  and  George  Road. 

Upper  and  Lower  Manor  Road. 

Petworth  Road. 

New  Road. 

Yew  Tree  Road. 

Portsmouth  Road. 

Church  Road. 

Milford  Heath. 

Cramhurst  Lane  and  Oxted  Green. 

In  Witley  : Wheeler  Lane,  Crossways,  Northfields,  Church 

Lane,  Sunny  Hill  Estate  (Council  houses),  and 
a number  of  houses  in  the  village  near  the 
Sports  Ground. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  work  will  be  commenced  early  in  1938. 

Alfold. — This  scheme  is  now  nearing  completion,  and  should 
be  finished  early  in  1938. 

Cranleigh. — The  sewerage  scheme  for  the  parish  of  Cranleigh 
is  well  in  hand,  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  completed  during  the 
course  of  1938. 

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING. 

Notes  regarding  this  service  will  be  found  in  the  Report  of  the 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  which  is  appended  (page  58). 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

During  the  year  very  few  instances  of  pollution  have  been 
detected  or  brought  to  our  notice.  No  difficulty  has  been  experienced 
in  getting  matters  remedied,  where  necessary. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

During  the  year  31  earth  closets  were  converted  to  water  closets. 
There  are  no  privies  now  in  use  in  the  District,  all  houses  having 
either  pail,  chemical  or  water  closets. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Particulars  with  regard  to  extensions  and  improvements  carried 
out  during  the  year  in  the  arrangements  for  public  cleansing  are 
given  in  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report  appended  (see 
page  57). 

SHOPS. 

Under  the  Shops  Act,  1934,  the  Local  Authority  is  responsible 
for  ensuring  that  there  is  adequate  ventilation,  warming  and 
sanitary  conveniences,  whilst  the  County  Council  controls  other 
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conditions,  including  lighting,  washing  facilities,  seating  accom- 
modation and  hours  of  employment,  etc. 

The  number  of  inspections  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
during  the  year  was  192. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

! ^^observations  were  made  for  smoke  abatement  during  1937. 

SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

As  in  former  years,  samples  have  been  taken  from  the  Bramley 
Grange  Hotel  swimming  pool,  from  the  Frensham  Ponds,  and  from 
the  Moat  Pond  at  Elstead. 

The  Frensham  Ponds  give  reasonably  good  analyses,  and  it  is 
considered  that  they  are  suitable  for  bathing. 

The  Moat  Pond,  at  Elstead,  is  less  satisfactory,  although  it 
appears  that  it  has  not  been  used  so  much  as  in  former  years.  The 
extreme  muddiness  and  turbidity  of  the  water  as  soon  as  the  bottom 
is  disturbed  is  a real  source  of  danger,  especially  when  one  remembers 
the  numbers  of  children  bathing  in  the  pond.  There  is,  as  I have 
commented  before,  no  provision  of  life-saving  apparatus  at  this  pond. 

At  the  Frensham  Ponds  the  life-saving  apparatus  consists  of  a 
lifebelt,  life-lines,  and  a first-aid  cabinet,  including  a carbon  dioxide 
resuscitator.  All  have  been  maintained  in  good  order,  and  members 
of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  attend  regularly  at  week-ends, 
on  holidays,  and  when  much  bathing  is  expected.  It  is  unfortunate 
that  no  shelter  is  provided  for  them  at  the  Little  Pond,  but  it  is 
hoped  to  erect  a heather-thatched  hut  for  1933.  This  ought  to  be  of 
the  greatest  assistance,  especially  if  serious  casualties  should  have 
to  be  dealt  with.  The  services  of  the  Red  Cross  detachment  are 
frequently  made  use  of  for  minor  accidents,  especially  to  children, 
and  they  do  serve  an  extremely  useful  purpose  by  their  attendance 
at  the  Ponds. 

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

No  cases  of  infestation  were  reported  or  discovered. 

SCHOOLS. 

The  sanitary  conditions  at  the  schools  are  satisfactory  generally. 

Two  schools  were  closed  during  the  year  on  account  of  infectious 
disease,  namely,  the  Churt  C.  of  E.  School  for  eight  days  in  June, 
on  account  of  scarlet  fever,  and  Chiddingfold  C.  of  E.  School  for 
ten  and  a half  days  in  September  and  October,  on  account  of 
diphtheria. 

Table  V on  page  39  shows  the  number  of  children  absent  from 
school  on  account  of  infectious  or  contagious  disease,  including 
contacts  with  cases  of  infectious  disease.

HOUSING. 


Rather  fewer  houses  have  been  built  than  in  1936,  but  the  218 
new  houses  probably  represent  an  increase  in  the  population  of  some 
800  persons.  On  a total  population  of  26,000  this  represents  an 
increase  of  some  3 per  cent,  in  the  course  of  the  year. 

Several  extensive  housing  schemes  are  in  contemplation  and 
will  probably  be  proceeded  with  during  1938. 

The  closet  accommodation  at  the  sixteen  Council  houses  at 
Chiddingfold  has  been  improved.  The  closet  is  situated  immediately 
under  one  of  the  bedrooms,  and  it  was  felt  that  the  ceiling — of 
beaver  board  or  similar  material — might  be  porous.  The  board 
ceilings  have  now  been  replaced  by  lath  and  plaster  in  the  Chidding- 
fold houses  and  in  all  the  other  Council  houses  where  this  design  is 
in  use. 

Overcrowding. 

There  are  now  only  two  cases  of  overcrowding  known  to  exist 
in  the  District,  although  the  number  fluctuates  somewhat  as  children 
grow  older  and  are  accounted  as  half  or  as  whole  units  of  the  family. 
These  two  cases  will  be  relieved  by  the  new  houses  in  course  of 
construction  at  Dockenfield  and  at  Churt.  It  is  extremely  satis- 
factory that  as  many  as  ten  cases  of  overcrowding  have  been 
relieved  during  the  year.

MILK  SUPPLY. 

150  samples  of  milk  were  examined  during  the  year,  and  147  of 
these  were  found  to  reach  the  standard  required  for  Accredited 
Milk.

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS.

In  view  of  the  number  of  cases  reported,  and  the  possibility 
of  men  employed  in  the  slaughterhouses  becoming  infected,  a supply 
of  anti-anthrax  serum  has  been  obtained  in  order  that  it  may  be 
readily  available  in  case  of  emergency. 

Egg -sorting. — An  egg-sorting  business  has  been  established 
at  Ewhurst.  Partially  incubated  unfertile  eggs  are  collected  over  a 
wide  area.  These  are  examined  by  light  test,  and  sorted.  Those 
with  whole  yolks  are  disposed  of  as  eggs,  being  sold  for  cooking  and 
other  purposes,  while  those  with  broken  yolks  are  sorted  after 
cracking,  the  wholesome  ones  being  mixed  for  use  by  bakers  and 
confectioners.  The  unsound  eggs  are  used  as  animal  food. 

The  business  appears  to  be  an  entirely  new  departure  in  this 
country,  and  is  thriving.  It  is  reasonably  well  conducted,  and,  being 
relatively  isolated,  no  nuisance  is  caused.  There  appears  to  be  no 
control  except  the  control  allowed  over  business  premises  under  the 
Town  Planning  Acts.  The  disposal  of  egg  shells  and  refuse  is  likely 
to  present  a problem  if  the  business  continues  to  expand,  but  up  to 
the  present,  at  any  rate,  there  has  been  no  difficulty  in  disposing 
of  these  satisfactorily  and  without  objection. 


FOOD  UNFIT  FOR  HUMAN  CONSUMPTION,  BUT  USED 
FOR  CATTLE  AND  POULTRY  FEEDING  PURPOSES. 

An  increasingly  large  quantity  of  kiln-dried  wheat  which  is 
unfit  for  human  consumption  is  brought  into  the  District  for  use  in 
poultry  and  animal  feeding  preparations.  Notice  is,  as  a rule, 
received  from  the  appropriate  Port  Sanitary  Authority  of  the 
arrival  of  such  consignments,  and  their  use  in  the  permitted  manner 
is  verified  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 
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NUTRITION. 


During  the  last  three  months  of  the  year  a campaign,  in  con- 
nection with  the  National  Campaign  for  the  Wider  Use  of  the  Health 
Services,  was  carried  out  by  the  Surrey  County  Council  in  con- 
junction with  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education.  There 
were  no  active  measures  taken  in  the  Hambledon  Rural  District, 
but  each  month  6,000  folder-leaflets,  3,500  book-markers,  90 
posters  and  100  mounted  display-cards,  supplied  by  the  County 
Council  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  were  distributed  as 
follows  : 

To  Women's  Institutes.

This  spate  of  circulars  met  with  a very  mixed  reception,  and 
it  is  doubtful  if  more  than  a few  individuals  and  bodies — notably 
Women's  Institutes — were  seriously  interested.  In  fact,  a great 
many  requests  were  received  that  the  supply  of  circulars  should  be 
discontinued.  The  obvious  deduction  is,  I think,  that  the  distribu- 
tion of  literature  of  this  nature,  without  the  backing  of  public 
meetings,  demonstrations,  or  other  propaganda,  does  not  justify  the 
expense  and  trouble  involved. 

Leaflets  were  prepared  giving  details  of  the  Health  Services 
available  in  the  Hambledon  Rural  District,  and  supplies  of  these 
were  circulated  each  month  with  the  Health  Campaign  literature. 

SHELLFISH. 

Shellfish  are  sold  at  four  places  in  the  District,  and  all  supplies 
are  obtained  from  Billingsgate  Fish  Market.  There  are,  of  course, 
no  layings  in  the  Hambledon  Rural  District.

GENERAL. 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  disease 
(excluding  tuberculosis)  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Health  Depart- 
ment during  1937  was  66,  as  compared  with  100  in  1936,  a decrease 
of  34  cases,  mainly  due  to  the  lower  incidence  of  scarlet  fever.

There  is  again  a marked  diminution  of  the  number  of  cases 
notified,  particularly  in  the  number  of  scarlet  fever  cases.  There 
have  been  no  epidemics  of  any  size,  and  in  fact — with  the  exception 
of  small  outbreaks  of  scarlet  fever  at  Churt  and  of  diphtheria  at 
Chiddingfold — the  District  has  kept  remarkably  free  from  infectious 
disease  throughout  the  whole  year.  I have  pointed  out  before  that 
epidemics  of  infectious  disease  tend  to  recur  in  cycles  of  three  or  four 
years,  and  it  must  not  be  assumed  that  this  low  level  of  infectious 
disease  can  continue  indefinitely. 
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There  was  an  epidemic  of  infective  jaundice  at  the  Cranleigh 
Schools  lasting  from  March  to  June.  Twenty- two  cases  of  the 
disease  were  reported  to  this  Department. 

Table  VI  on  page  40  shows  the  monthly  incidence  of  infectious 
disease.  Table  VII  on  page  41  shows  the  age  incidence,  while 
Table  VIII  on  page  42  indicates  the  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious 
disease  parish  by  parish.  The  graph  on  page  38  illustrates  the 
incidence  of  infectious  disease  during  the  last  eight  years. 

The  death-rate  from  the  seven  principal  zymotic  diseases,  per 
1,000  of  the  population,  was  0.04  as  against  0.08  in  1936. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

Thirty-one  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  as  compared 
with  61  in  1936.  The  notification  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  in 
1937  was  1.18 — in  1936  the  rate  was  2.39. 

Once  again  no  deaths  have  been  caused  directly  by  scarlet 
fever.  This  disease  has,  in  recent  years,  become  relatively  mild — 
in  fact,  attacks  are  frequently  so  slight  that  there  is  the  greatest 
difficulty  in  arriving  at  a diagnosis.  There  can  be  no  question  that 
many  of  the  mildest  cases  escape  notice  altogether  and  account  for 
the  sporadic  infections  that  crop  up  from  time  to  time. 

The  policy  of  advocating  treatment  of  scarlet  fever  cases  at 
home,  wherever  possible,  has  been  continued,  5 of  the  31  cases  (that 
is,  16.02  per  cent)  being  treated  at  home,  as  compared  with  6 cases 
(9.83  per  cent.)  in  1936  and  18  cases  (15  per  cent.)  in  1935. 

“Return”  cases  have  given  no  cause  for  anxiety  this  year,  only 
one  case  being  reported. 

In  June  a small  outbreak  of  scarlet  fever  occurred  at  Churt, 
four  children  being  affected.  Enquiries  showed,  however,  that  there 
were  many  children  with  indefinite  symptoms  of  sore  throat  who 
were  probably  responsible  for  spreading  the  disease.  Of  the  59 
children  at  the  school  56  had  not  previously  had  scarlet  fever,  and 
as  there  had  been  no  epidemic  for  many  years  there  was  every 
reason  to  expect  a rapid  and  widespread  epidemic.  The  school  was 
closed  for  eight  days,  and  was  disinfected.  Thanks  to  the  co- 
operation of  the  County  Medical  Officer,  the  Health  Visitor  examined 
all  children  in  the  school  on  reopening.  Medical  practitioners  in 
the  district  were  warned  of  the  circumstances  and  reminded  of  the 
offer  of  immunisation  for  contacts,  and  of  the  use  of  anti-toxin  as 
an  immediate  prophylactic.  It  was  extremely  fortunate  that  there 
was  no  further  spread  of  infection,  although  indefinite  sore  throats 
continued  to  be  prevalent  for  some  time. 

Scarlet  Fever  Immunization. — The  Immunization  Scheme 
adopted  in  December,  1936,  has  not,  in  view  of  the  small  number  of 
cases,  been  utilised  to  any  great  extent.  Ten  children  were 
immunized  under  the  scheme  during  the  year.  No  child  immunized 
has  developed  scarlet  fever. 
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DIPHTHERIA. 

Nine  cases  were  notified  during  1937,  as  against  7 in  1936. 

The  notification  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  was  0.33,  as 
compared  with  0.27  in  1936. 

There  was  one  death  from  diphtheria.  The  death-rate  per 
1,000  of  the  population  for  England  and  Wales  for  1937  was  0.07, 
and  for  the  Hambledon  Rural  District  0.04. 

With  one  exception  all  the  patients  were  under  15  years  of  age. 
Seven  of  the  cases  occurred  in  Chiddingfold  and  2 in  Hambledon, 
and  all  occurred  during  the  autumn  months. 

In  September  there  was  a small  outbreak  of  diphtheria  at 
Chiddingfold,  5 cases  being  notified  as  well  as  a large  number  of 
suspicious  sore  throats  which,  however,  proved  to  be  not 
diphtheritic.  The  diphtheria  was  of  a particularly  severe  type,  the 
second  case  proving  fatal  within  a matter  of  hours.  With  the 
exception  of  this  case,  in  which  removal  was  impossible,  all  were 
treated  in  the  Isolation.  Hospital.  The  epidemic  probably  had  its 
origin  from  a patient  with  a discharging  ear,  virulent  organisms  being 
found  on  examination  of  the  discharge.  Every  precaution  was 
taken  to  prevent  spread  of  the  disease,  all  contacts  were  examined, 
and  all  suspicious  cases  isolated  until  proved  non-inf ectious.  Free 
immunization  was  offered  immediately,  being  administered  prin- 
cipally by  the  local  practitioners.  Contacts  with  actual  cases  were 
given  temporary  immunity  with  anti-toxin,  and  free  treatment  by 
Alum  Precipitated  Toxoid  was  offered  to  the  general  public.  The 
immunity  conferred  by  anti-toxin  is  immediate  but  of  comparatively 
short  duration.  Its  use  is  consequently  limited  to  the  treatment  of 
persons  who  have  been  actually  exposed  to  infection.  The  Alum 
Precipitated  Toxoid  is  slow  in  giving  protection,  several  weeks  at 
least  being  necessary  before  the  body  develops  any  immunity. 
It  is  consequently  looked  upon  as  a safeguard  against  a prolonged 
epidemic,  but  as  its  immunity  is  lasting  it  is  of  more  permanent 
value.  In  all,  299  took  advantage  of  the  offer,  76.6  per  cent  being 
children,  and  23.4  per  cent,  adults.  Children  under  the  age  of  10 
received  a single  injection  of  the  immunising  agent,  older  children 
and  adults  receiving  two  injections — 1 /10th  c.c.  followed  three  to 
four  weeks  later  by  a second  injection  of  1 c.c.  No  Schick-testing  has 
been  carried  out,  but  it  is  hoped  to  be  able  to  test  the  results  of  this 
widespread  general  immunisation  during  the  course  of  1938  by 
Schick-testing  the  majority  of  the  people  treated. 

We  were  particularly  fortunate  in  having  no  further  spread 
of  the  disease  since  there  appeared  to  be  every  reason  to  expect  a 
general  epidemic,  the  more  so  as  the  disease  was  of  an  unusually 
severe  type. 

Diphtheria  Immunization. — The  policy  of  immunising 
school-children  has  been  continued  exactly  as  in  1936.  The  number 
of  acceptances  received  during  the  year  was  226,  the  number 
actually  treated  at  the  19  Schools  in  the  District  being  202.  Treat-

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ment  was  refused  in  58  cases.  In  addition,  there  were  two  children 
immunised  by  private  practitioners  apart  from  those  included  in 
the  Chiddingfold  scheme. 

Schick-testing  has  been  deferred,  in  all  cases,  for  about  twelve 
months  in  order  to  test  the  persistence  of  the  immunity  conferred. 
The  results  have  been  most  satisfactory,  and  are  illustrated  in  the 
following  table,  which  shows  that  96  per  cent,  of  the  children 
immunised  were  Schick  negative  twelve  months  after  treatment.

The  “one-shot"  method  of  immunization  by  Alum  Precipitated 
Toxoid  has  continued  to  give  satisfactory  results.  Amongst  children 
the  injections  caused  no  reactions,  and  only  in  one  adult  was  the 
reaction  sufficiently  severe  to  interfere  with  normal  duties. 

The  policy  generally  adopted  now  is  to  treat  children  under 
10  years  of  age  by  a single  dose  of  1 c.c.,  older  children  and  adults 
receiving  two  doses — the  first  of  1 /10th  c.c.,  followed  three  weeks 
later  by  1 c.c.  By  this  method  reactions  appear  to  be  entirely 
eliminated. 
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SCHOOL  ABSENTEES. 


The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  children  absent  from 
school  suffering,  or  suspected  to  be  suffering,  from  any  infectious 
or  contagious  disease.  These  notifications  from  head  teachers  are 
of  the  greatest  value,  as  they  give  information  on  such  epidemics 
as  colds,  sore  throats,  whooping  cough  and  influenza,  of  which  there 
is  no  other  form  of  notification.

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The  British  Empire  Cancer  Campaign  has  continued  its  efforts 
to  disseminate  information  on  the  subject  of  cancer.  There  is  a 
panel  of  lecturers  in  the  Haslemere  Urban  District,  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  acting  as  the  Honorary  Secretary  for  the  scheme 
in  the  District.  Two  lectures  were  arranged  during  the  year — one  at 
Tilford  in  September,  and  one  at  Blackheath  in  October,  the  lectures 
being  held  in  connection  with  the  Women’s  Institute  in  each  case. 

No  arrangements  are  made  by  the  Local  Authority  for  the 
diagnosis  and  treatment  of  cancer.  Most  cases  are  referred  to  the 
Royal  Surrey  County  Hospital,  Guildford,  or  are  sent  to  London 
Hospitals. 

Radium  is  available  at  certain  London  hospitals,  the  necessary 
arrangements  being  made  through  the  Surrey  County  Council. 

PREVENTION  OF  BLINDNESS. 

There  was  no  cause  for  any  action  to  be  taken  under  Section  66 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925,  regarding  the  prevention  of  blindness 
and  the  treatment  of  persons  suffering  from  disease  of  or  injury 
to  the  eye.

No  action  was  necessary  under  this  section,  which  relates  to 
the  compulsory  removal  to  a hospital  of  persons  suffering  from 
tuberculosis. 

CARE  COMMITTEE. 

The  Care  Committee  has  held  three  meetings  during  the  year, 
and  following  are  notes  on  the  work  done. 

Twenty-eight  cases  were  considered  during  the  year,  the  number 
of  visits  entailed  being  thirty-two. 

Help  was  given  in  five  cases.  In  three  it  took  the  form  of  a 
supply  of  milk  and  eggs,  and  in  the  other  two  cases  consisted  of  a 
supply  of  milk,  eggs  and  butter.  The  expenditure  involved  in  these 
cases  was  £7  17s.7d. 

In  addition,  indirect  assistance  was  given  in  one  case,  a bed- 
ridden patient  being  supplied  with  books  and  other  reading  material. 
Arrangements  were  also  made  for  him  to  have  occasional  visits 
from  local  people,  he  being  a stranger  to  the  district. 

The  Care  Committee  had  a balance  of  £32  18s.5d.  at  the  Bank 
at  31st  December,  1937. 

During  the  year  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who  is  Honorary 
Secretary  of  the  Care  Committee,  attended  two  meetings  of  the 
Standing  Conference  of  Surrey  Tuberculosis  Care  Committees,  and 
also  the  Annual  Conference  of  the  National  Association  for  the 
Prevention  of  Tuberculosis. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  investigation  is  made  into  every 
case  of  tuberculosis  occurring  in  the  District.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  and  the  cleansing  of  cesspools  is 
carried  out  by  the  Council  in  all  Parishes  in  the  District. 

Refuse  Collection. — Four  Dennis  2-ton  refuse  lorries  are  used 
for  this  work. 

A weekly  or  fortnightly  collection  is  provided  for  over  65  per 
cent,  of  the  area  ; the  remainder  has  a monthly  service. 

Refuse  Disposal. — The  Council  has  two  main  depots  for  refuse 
disposal,  situate  at  Witley  and  Cranleigh.  All  combustible  refuse  is 
destroyed  by  incineration  in  both  areas. 

In  addition  there  are  several  small  tips  which  are  used  at  times 
for  disposal  of  hard  non-combustible  material  only. 

The  refuse  is  screened  before  incineration,  dust  and  fine  ash 
is  disposed  of  to  brickyards,  clinker  is  sold,  and  tins,  bottles  and 
certain  other  materials  are  sorted  for  disposal. 
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Cleansing  of  Pail  Closets.— The  Council  has  undertaken  the 
cleansing  of  pail  closets  at  Alfold,  Chiddingfold,  Dunsfold,  Elstead, 
Witley,  and  the  non-sewered  areas  of  Bramley. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  means  of  300-gallon  tanks  which 
can  be  fitted  in  refuse  lorries  for  night  work,  and  in  one  district  by 
horse  and  tank  cart. 

The  night  soil  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  on  arable  land  in  the 
District. 

Cleansing  of  Cesspools. — Cesspools  are  emptied  on  applica- 
tion free  of  charge  once  in  every  quarter.  Four  Dennis  (750  gallon) 
emptiers  are  in  use  for  this  work. 

The  cesspools  in  the  District  vary  in  size  from  500  to  5,000 
gallons  capacity,  but  the  average  is  700  to  800  gallons.  The  sewage 
removed  is  disposed  of  by  means  of  sludge  beds  on  the  sewage 
farms  and  on  arable  land  by  arrangements  with  farmers. 

The  demand  for  this  service  continues  to  increase  and  an 
additional  cesspool  emptier  was  purchased  during  the  year.
